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_ A Citizen Writes 
His President 


Dear Mr. President: 
- In writing your speech for 
Tuesday night in which you will 
: defend your 
budget against 
the _— political 
greed and am- 
bitions of those 
in your own 
party and in the 
opposition, I 
hope you will re- 
member that 
the people trust 
you. 

They trust you because there 
are no guns shooting. 

They do not bother much about 
Secretary Dulles. Nor do they 
trust his judgment too much. 
But they don’t worry about him 
because they think you will keep 
him on the tracks. 

To the average American, for- 
eign policy means whether the 
guns are shooting or whether 
they are silent. You know this 
to be a dangerous oversimplific- 
ation, but there is no escaping 
that peace is the basic objec- 
tive of foreign policy. 

It is this fact of ‘‘no shooting’”’ 
which dominates the national 
mind today. And, rightly or 
wrongly, they give you credit for 
it. You know you have had a lot 
of luck and that other persons 
and factors have helped you. 
Not even the Russians seem now 
to want to do any shooting. The 
Red Chinese have been unusually 
quiet. But the average American 
believes that Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower is responsible for the un- 
easy peace we have. 


The Truth 


So, Mr. President, my sugges- 
tion is simply to tell the people 
the truth. And the truth is that 
you cannot do the job unless you 
have the money. 

If you could make it plain to 
the people that if a feet-dragging 
Congress doesn’t provide the 
money you can’t do the job, you 
may depend on it that Congress 
will get the idea. 

The people nave been deceived 
in the field of foreign aid by 
political distorters. They have 
done a pretty shrewd job of it. 
When the farmers complain 
about lower prices for their pro- 
ducts these politicians start mak- 
ing speeches about ‘‘give away”’ 
programs. 

Mr. President, if you will re- 
mind the people that foreign aid 
means foreign bases from which 
we could meet and blunt any 
atomic attack on this country 
before it reached our homes and 
people, you will get through to 
the people. Ask them if they 
want those bases, Mr. President, 
and tell them all that is a part 
of foreign aid. Tell them you 
haven’t been trying to buy 
ffiends, but you have helped 
those countries which don’t want 
to go communistic and they 
gilowed us to establish those 
bases. 

Ask the Congress if it wishes 
to abandon those bases, Mr. 
President, or pay the bill? Does 
it want us to be in a position to 
meet a Russian attack before it 
gets to us, or not? 


Cynical Men 

Those cynical men in the Con- 
gress who have so distorted the 
issue will back down on that. 
They won't dare endanger those 
bases and the necessary econ- 
omic aid that goes with them. 
Oh, they'll squirm and squeal 
and they won’t like you for it. 
But they don’t like you anyhow. 
They are the ones who are say- 
ing you won’t fight back and you 
don’t like trouble. No one likes 
trouble. But the time has come, 
Mr. President, when you’ve got 
to hit the Congress right on the 
nose. 

They are treating you the way 
the Democrats and the GOP Old 
Guard did Harry Truman, Mr. 
President. 

They don’t want you to. have 
enough money to operate the 
U.S. Information office. They get 
awfully angry about Russian 
propaganda in other countries, 
but they want Uncle Sam to be 
a mute. 

Tell .them, Mr. _ President, 
either to kill the Information 
office or give you the money. It 
van’t possibly work with the 
cuts. the House already has 
made. So, just abolish it, Mr.

WASHINGTON, May 0 ® — 


The Senate Judiciary Committee | 


today rejected a Southern propos- 
al to knock out key parts of the 
administration's civil rights bill. 

The six-man majority was made 
of Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn) and 
five Republican senators: Wiley 
Watkins (Utah), Dirksen 
(Ill), Butler (ND) and Hruska 
(Neb). 


Voting for the proposal, by Sen. 
Ervin (D-NC), were McClellan 
(Ark) and Johnston (SC). 

It was some sort of a surprise 
that the committee took any action 
today. This was the first voting 
test of strength recorded in the 
committee since a subcommittee 
approved the bill 42 on March 19. 


WOULD DROP 3 PROVISIONS 

Ervin’s proposal aimed at drop- 
ping provisions which would: 

Create a special division in the 
Justice Department to enforce civ- 
il rights laws; 

Create a special commission 
with power to examine complaints 
of violation of civil rights; and 
set up a system permitting in- 
junction suits to protect a variety 
of civil rights. 

If these provisions. were drop- 
ped, the only thing left in the bill 
would be a section designed es- 
pecially to protect the voting 
rights of Negroes. 


HOUSE PANEL MEETS TODAY 


The House Rules Committee has 
a meeting set for tomorrow on 
clearing the bil for a vote in the 
House. Assuming it is cleared, a 
House vote could be expected by 
the end. of this month, or early 
June.

“‘misunderstood.”

Ike Must Fight Harder 
To Protect His Budget 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower will 
speak tonight in behalf of his budget.

Charges of waste 
and “giveaway,” and_ strained illus- 
trations of “gifts,” deliberately con- 
ceived to deceive the people and make 
rational thinking difficult, are a part of 
the attack on the budget. 

The President must bear a part of 
the blame. He has not fought back hard 
enough. 

He has not exposed the falsehoods 
used against him and his budget. 

Foreign aid is, for the most part, na- 
tional defense and should perhaps be in 
that budget. 

We aren't trying to “buy” friends ... 
we already have “bought” bases. We 
need them to meet an atomic attack be- 
fore it reaches our shores. 

The new weapons are enormously ex- 
pensive. 

We must have them—as well as the 
old type because we may have to fight 
two kinds of wars: We must be ready to 
do either. 

The budget is small compared to what 
a war budget would be. 

The President should deal boldly with 
the problem and expose the dishonesty 
and the deliberate misrepresentations be- 
ing offered in the Congress by the op- 
position. 

He must use the checks and balances 
given him by the Constitution and not 
allow the Congress to override the 
Executive.

Grand Juries Should Serve 
As Penal System Watchdogs 


If the counties of Georgia will heed Gov. Griffin’s statements con- 
cerning alleged mistreatment of prisoners, a constant watchdog will 
be on hand to prevent starving and brutal beating of those who must be 
confined to prison camps to pay their debts to society for crimes they 


have committed. 

The governor, in warning 
against loose charges which bring 
undeserved disrepute to the prison 
system and a black eye to Georgia 
itself, emphasizes that grand ju- 
ries in the various counties are 
empowered to make investigations 
of the county work camps and 
make recommendations. 


Therein lies the real security for 
proper operation of the penal sys- 
tem in this state. The voters, of 
course, have a responsibility in 
electing to public office trustworthy 
persons who have a concern for 
their fellow men and those in ex- 
ecutive positions must make ap- 
pointments on the basis of the 
same characteristics. But a check- 
and-balance system must provide 
for a watchdog. The grand juries 
of Georgia, whether aware of their 
responsibilities or not, are the log- 
ical ‘‘watchers’’ who can speak out 
with authority and vigor where 
public abuses are evident. 


For years the Colquitt County 
grand juries have. been making 
thorough investigations of facili- 
ties, methods and operations of the 
county work camp. Each six 


months a committee from the 
grand jury is instructed by the su- 
perior court judge to visit the 
camp and make a report. The 
grand jury has at its beck and call 
the solicitor general of the circuit. 

What has been practiced in Col- 
quit County should become a 


practiced routine in every county 


where a prison camp is located. 
Calling in a warden and listening 
to his report is not sufficient. Each 
grand jury should, for its own sat- 
isfaction and for the protection of 
the prisoners and the citizens of 
the county, make an investigation 
and a report of findings. ~

port. ATP means 
Air Travel Plan. 
That’s the trade 
code for buying 
your transporta- 
tion and charg- 
ing it. Atlantan

air carriers, uses 
the initials to mean the air travel 
plan for the future. The PTA 
means planes, terminals and air- 
ways.

They say on a flight to Dallas, 
the jet airliner will be over An- 
niston at 30,000 feet in the time 
it takes a propeller plane to climb 
to 10,000. Over Shreveport, in 
less than an hour from Atlanta, 
the jet pilot will begin his descent 
toward Love Field at Dallas. 


Flying time to Dallas will be 
1 hour 33 minutes; to Miami, 
Chicago and Washington, an hour 
and 28 minutes or close to it. 


You can add to air statistics 
the fact that a DC-8 will carry 
17,000 gallons of fuel if you say 
fill ’er up. An Atlanta-to-Dallas 
flight would use about 3,000 gal- 
jons. 


It is a constant minus 60 de- 
grees temperature at 30,000 ft. 
There are 100,000 planes in use in 
the United States today, only 1,800 
of them commercial. ‘‘Privately- 
owned” accounts for 65,000. More 
planes fly above 20,000 feet than 
below it. 

As the increase in automobile 
traffic has created a demand for 
more and better highways, so will 
the pickup in volume and speed 
of air traffic call for more fly- 
ways or airways.

What are the worst things one can steal? Nor- 
mally, we think of stealing in reference to money 


or material things, but that is not the most harmful * 

form of stealing. When Mark Twain married Olivia Langdon, she was a 
devout Christian. But he cared nothing for religion and thus he scoffed 
at her beliefs. He made light of her going to church, reading the Bible 
and praying. He ridiculed her beliefs. 


Eventually she gave up her re- 
ligious practices. 

Later a very deep sorrow came 
into her life. Mark Twain loved 
his wife and it hurt him to see 
her broken heart and crushed 
spirit. He said, ‘‘Livy, if it com- 
forts you to lean on your faith, 
do so."" Sadly she replied, “I 
can't. I don’t have any faith 
left.”’ 


The realization that he had de- 
stroyed her faith haunted him to 
his dying day. Many times he 
would have given all he had to 
restore it, but he couldn’t. It is 
far worse to steal one’s faith than 
to steal one’s money. 


Also, it is worse to steal one’s 
good name. There was a certain 
minister whose health failed. He 
went to work for a wealthy farmer 
and was trusted with large sums 
of money. One day he was on 
his way into town with a large 
sum of money to deposit in the 
bank. A man held him up to rob 
him. The minister said: 


“I have two boys but all that 
I have to leave them is my good 
name. That good name is worth 
more to me than life.

In Mexico 

Is I mproving |

A trip to an open market tells 
why dysentery is so common in 
Mexico. Food is exposed on the 
not too clean counters, and more 
often, on the ground, and there is 
no evidence that the clerks have 
washed their hands. 

A few refrigerators exist but 
meats are hung in the open and 
covered with flies. The place 
abounds in dogs and you see pigs, 
burros and cattle. 

Marketing has been done this 
way for centuries but the au- 
thorities are attempting im- 
provements. Taxco, for exam- 
ple, was founded in the days of 
Cortez. The city was built on 
the side of the mountain, where 
it is difficult to incorporate s 
modern sewerage system. 

Injuries and deaths from auto 
accidents were reduced markedly 
by straightening some of the 
roads and setting up one-way 
streets. A DDT program has 
been inaugurated and malaria 
may be the first to go. Periodic 
examinations and annual chest 
X-rays are made on all the min- 
ers to detect early silicosis 
(stonecutter’s disease) and in this 
respect, progress in industrial 
medicine is on the way. 


Vaccinations will be next on the 
list. Meanwhile, the people must 
be educated in modern sanitation 
and hygiene. Established cus- 
toms are difficult to change in a 
generation. 

Mexico has many good physi- 
cians but the problems they face 
are hard to overcome. 


According to a Taxco medico 
most Mexicans are more inter- 
ested in taking medicine than in 
having their symptoms investi- 
gated. They lose faith in the 
doctor who wants tests made to 
establish a diagnosis. This hin- 
ders the early recognition of 
many diseases, including can- 
cer. 

Laboratories are few and far 
between and weeks or months 
may elapse before a report of an 
analysis is obtainable. Mean- 
while, the patient makes the 
rounds of other physicians until 
he finds one who will treat his 
symptoms. 

The most common diseases af- 
fecting smaller communities are 
typhoid, worms, amebic and 
bacillary dysentery, malaria and 
tuberculosis, Goiter is common 
because of the iodine deficiency. 
Infant mortality is high. 

Pinta is noted also, espegially 
among those who live under the 
most insanitary conditions. It is 
caused by spirochetes similar to 
those that produce syphilis and

Revenue Commissioner T. V. 
Williams declared Monday that 
the drive against moonshine liq- 
uor has been placed ahead of 
dry county liquor sales because 
“it is the more vicious of the liquor 
law violations.” 

But while cracking down on 
moonshiners, Williams said his 
agents have also moved against 
sales of tax-paid liquor in Geor- 
gia’s dry counties. 


CASES AGAINST BOTH 


“We have made cases against 
bootleggers of both non-tax-paid 
and tax-paid liquor,’’ Williams 
declared. 

“Our enforcement officers in 
cooperation with local officers 
have virtually stamped out the 
widespread bootleg rings which 
were bootlegging government tax- 
paid liquor from counties outside 
the state into Georgia’s dry coun- 
ties,’ he said in a statement. 

Williams’ statement was ap- 
parently in answer to charges of 
widespread sale of legal liquor 
in dry areas. 


QUART PER MAN 


He said it is ‘‘near impossible”’ 
for his enforcement agents to 
catch liquor law violations in pri- 
vate clubs in dry counties since 
the law permits a person to have 
one quart af tax-paid whisky in 
his possession. 

Williams said such liquor is 
often kept in individual lockers 
in the private clubs and his offi- 
cers are not allowed to make pur- 


chases. 


He said the 128 alcohol contro] 
agents ‘“‘are to be commended 


for their excellent fight against 


bootlegging of all types.”’ 

“Their fight against filthy and 
poisonous moonshine has come 
first in their drive and in their 
undercover operations since it is 
the more vicious of the liquor 
law violations,’’ he said. 

Williams also disclosed that reve- 
nue agents had destroyed 60 illicit 
liquor stills and arrested 129 per- 
sons during last week. He said the 
agents destroyed 46,050 gallons of 
fermenting mash and 3087 gallons 
of moonshine.

He will retire from the school 
system on his 65th birthday this 
August. 

Mrs. Martin, who said she has 
been ‘‘very fortunate to be close- 
ly connected with his work,” 
is looking forward to her hus- 
band's retirement. 

“He has had a wonderful life 
as a teacher,’’ she said, ‘‘but he 
realizes that it is time for a 
younger man to take over.

They sweated out three hours 
sitting in the station, keeping 
the children entertained and 
wondering whether the train 
would leave for the Hungarian 
border. 

It did, and the parents now 
sit comfortably in their tem- 
porary Atlanta quarters and 
talk calmly of the flight from 
their crushed homeland. 
THOUGHTS, FEARS 

Agnes and Gabor, their 6- 
year-old twins, even tell a lit- 
tle of their thoughts and fears 
during the Budapest fighting. 
Winsome Maria, a blue-eyed, 
brown-haired 4-year-old, plays 
with her American toys. And 
baby Martha, a curly blonde, 
crawls around with an empty 
tin can. 

Mr. Hardi, who now calls 
himself Frank, was an assist- 
ant professor of civil engineer- 
ing at Budapest Institute of 
Technology when the Commu- 
nist government expelled him 
in 1954 for his ideological back- 
ground, as he put it. 

He then started working in 
the planning office for water- 
ways and waterworks. On the 
fateful Oct. 23, Mr. Hardi took 
part in the demonstration which 
led to the revolt. 

Thirty-year-old Agnes Hardi 
was spending her seventh day 
in the hospital after an opera- 
tion for a varicose vein. She 
began to worry when she heard 
shots and tanks moving in the 
streets.

‘You repeat- 
edly emphasize the need to 
change food habits. Since I am

apply your system of friendly 
persuasion to this problem and 
tell us how to go about it.”’ 

An excellent idea... we'll 
start with this promise: A per- 
manent change in your food 
habits from fattening to pro 
tective is the one guarantee 
that you will reduce and stay 
right weight for life. Of course, 
as Mark Twain pointed out... , 
habit is habit and not to be 
flung out the window. It has to 


be coaxed downstairs one step 
at a time. 


BE AWARE 


The first step is to be fully 
aware of the need to change the 
way you are eating. Twenty 
surplus pounds is ample proof 
of the fattening effect of your 
present pattern of eating. 
Awareness, however, is not 
enough, it must be backed with 
strong desire. When the desire 
is strong you are willing to 
take action. There it is—com- 
pleie willingness is the secret 
of so-called will power. 

How do you get new food 
habits to stick? Repetition. 
Repetition is the way any new 
habit is formed. Because thére 
is a natural resistance against 
change, the technique is never 
to permit a single exception 
until the new habit is firmly 
in the groove.

That was the game in which Leo Durocher sat down with only two 
strikes. Reminded by the umpire that he had another swing, Leo 
allegedly said, ‘‘You take it for me.’ 


—Three No-Hitters, 2,581 Whiffs, 46 Shutouts 


The Indians didn’t introduce their 18-year-old wizard to Am>ri- 
can League competition until Aug. 23, a memorable date in base- 
ball history. For on that occasion Feller made the most sensational 
debut on record, striking out 15 St. Louis Browns in his first game. 

That was the first of 266 triumphs Feller contributed to the 
Tribe treasure chest. Tnree of his victories were no-hitters, and 
he added an amazing total of a dozen one-hitters. 

Though Feller entered the 20-game circle in seven different 
seasons, he was more famous for strikeouts than victories. 
When he struck out his final batter and called it a career 
last fall, Feller numbered an incredible total of 2,581 whiff vic- 
tims. Only Walter Johnson and Cy Young sent more batters 
back to the bench via the strikeout route. 

Used sparingly in his rookie campaign, Feller won only five 
games, but he bettered his first outing by fanning 17 batters later 
that year. In 1938 he established the American League record by 
whiffing 18 Detroit Tigers. 

Forty-six of Feller’s wins were shutouts, and in some of his 
Cleveland campaigns, only a near shutout resulted in victory. All 
of his no-hitters were close shaves, The first one was a 1-0 squeeze 
past Chicago on opening day in 1940; the next one was a 1-0 ver- 
dict over the Yankees in 1946, the third was a 2-1 decision over 
Detroit in 1951. 


—He Called It a Career and Started a New One 


Though you’d never guess it by looking at his record, Feller 
was in the service for three and a half years at the peak of his 
career. 

In his first full season after the war, he enjoyed what he con-

siders the best year of his life. Pitching for an anemic-hitting sixth- 
place outfit, Rapid Robert posted a gaudy 26-15 chart. He set a 
modern strikeout record of 348 and had an ERA of 2.18. 

You get an idea of how difficult it was to win for Cleveland that 
season when you ponder the fact that, in the 15 games Feller lost, 
the Tribe scored a total of 16 runs. 

The World Series is something that Cleveland usually listens 
to on the radio or watches on TV, and the Tribe bagged only 
two flags during Feller’s 20-year residency. Ironically, both 
were heartbreaking affairs for the great pitcher. In 1948 Cleve- 
land measured the Braves, four games to two, but Feller was 
the loser in both games. He dropped the first one, 1-0, in a 
corking duel with Johnny Sain. 

By the time the classic returned to Cleveland in 1954, Feller 
was nearing the end of the trail, and Manager Al Lopez didn’t 
honor him with a start. The Giants blitzed the Tribe in four 
straight games, and Lopez was criticized for not using Feller. After 
all the guy had a 13-3 record, highest percentage of his life. 

That was the last big year for Bob. He dipped to 44, and, 
used largely in relief, he failed to win a game last year. The rec- 
ord book was full, and the 38-year-old vet didn’t care to linger 
any longer. He took off No. 19 for the last time, and Cleveland re- 
tired the numeral. 

Feller, an eloquent after-dinner speaker, had been a great 
asset to Cleveland off the diamond, and the Tribe tried to retain 
him in an executive capacity. But Feller scanned the many job 
offers, and decided to work with Motorola, a decision which has 
given hundreds of kids a thrill. Atlanta youngsters get their chance

Richmond Academy’s A. L. Williams and Atlanta Northside's 
Wayman Creel, holders of two of the most remarkable coaching 
records in Georgia high school sports, have been chosen as 
coaches for the Thursday, June 6, North-South high school All- 
Star baseball game at Ponce de Leon Park. 

Williams, whose Musketeers are seeking their seventh con- 
secutive state Class AAA diamond championship in Thomaston 
this week, will join Manager Wallace Butts in piloting the South 
team. 

Creel, whose Tigers have captured three straight City League 
subdivision titles and two Region 3-AAA championships in a row, 
will work with North Manager Bobby Dodd in the GHSA’s Atlanta 
Constitati ed classic. 

For Williams it v will be an opportunity to get even, because 
he and Andy Cuneo of Waycross coached the 1951 South squad, 
which lost by a whopping 14-13 score to the North, managed by 
Rome’s Dick McPhee and Canton’s D. T. Smith, now at Griffin. 
Williams, called by several major league scouts ‘‘one of the na- 
tion’s finest baseball men, in high school, college or pro ranks,”’ 
has lost practically nothing since. 

The calm, handsome tender of the Augusta diamond flock has 
compiled what probably is as fine a baseball won-lost record as 
the nation has known. In the last seven seasons, including this 
one, his Musketeers won 138 games, lost 13. They have won seven 
Region 2-AAA crowns, six state crowns and the last three South- 
eastern titles (1951-1952-1953) before the tournament was discon- 
tinued.

And under his guidance 
Northside has become the ‘‘winningest’’ school in the City League. 

In the 1955-56 school year Northside won City League cham- 
pionships in seven different sports’ categories. His seven football 
teams, the last three of which won city titles, compiled a com- 
posite 62-11-5 won-lost-tied record. His last five won 50, lost six, 
tied two. He has had two undefeated grid teams in regular sea- 
son (1950-1956). 

The two 16-player squads, which will begin practice at Rose 
Bowl Field on Tuesday, June 4, will be announced in next Sun- 
day's Journal-Constitution. Letters already have gone out to 
players, chosen from some 200 senior nominees, advising them 
of their selection.

PIT TO POST 


NALON NAILS CHALLENGER PEG 


ON NOVI’S IN INDIANAPOLIS 500 


By RALPH GREGORY 


Look for the Novi's to make their strongest 
challenge for the Indianapolis 500 victory this 
year. That's the word of a man who knows the 


Duke Nalon, back Monday 
from the Speedway, where he 
and 115,000 plus spectators 
watched the first qualifying 
runs Saturday, can speak with 
authority. He's driven the 
Speedway 11 times and may 
make it No. 12 this year, in a 
relief capacity. 

‘‘We'll have the accelera- 
tion on the straight-of-ways 
that the four-cylinder cars 
won't have. That's a big ad- 
vantage this year,’ Nalon said. 

The Novi cars, scheduled to be driven by 
Tony Bettenhausen and Paul Russo, are the 
only eight-cylinder cars in the race. They’ll 
have V8 supercharged engines with 168.6 cubic 
inches displacement. The others have an aver- 
age of 250 inches displacement but only four 
cylinders. 

‘‘The qualifying times are slower this year, 
and that’s partially because of the limitations 
placed on the engines,’’ Nalon added. ‘‘But the 
race won't be much slower, because, though the 
drivers can’t get the speed on the straight-of- 
ways, they'll go into the turns faster than ever.’’ 

Neither Bettenhausen nor Russo qualified 
Saturday. They’re both scheduled to try this 
weekend and Nalon plans a familiarization run 
—just in case he’s called on for relief work. 

“We think this is our year,”’ the Duke said. 
‘‘We’ve come too close before.”’ 

Nalon, himself, was at the wheel in the best 
Novi efforts, in 1948 and 1949. In °48 the fuel 
ran out 16 laps from the finish with Duke in a 
comfortable lead. The following year he was 
way out front when an axle broke, sending the 
car into a wall and flames that nearly ended 
the Nalon career.

‘‘Many such factories are highly mechanized and do not make 
intensive demands on the community for labor. 

“But great improvement comes to the community because 
they afford farmers a reliable and profitable outlet for farm prod- 
ucts. Farm income per capita would rise significantly.’’ 

Thus is proposed a two-fold attack on the growing problems 
of Georgia’s small communties and counties. 


For small business, the Tech report also suggests a dual 
program—research to determine the extent to which management 
and marekt difficulties are holding up expansion, to be followed 
by a consultation service and executive training programs to de- 
velop practical remedies for any weaknesses. 


The latter would be held at locations easily accessible and at 
a cost that such firms can afford. 

Underscoring the importance of this recommendation is the 
fact that about 70 per cent of the firms in Georgia have fewer 


than 20 employes. 


However, says the report, after an initial period of rapid 
growth, many small firms stagnate because further expansion is 
stifled at the very top by lack of management know-how. 

Agriculture and forestry, it notes, will continue to play a sig- 
nificant role in Georgia’s industrial development. And it points out 
that research for the purpose of bettering yields aad output has 


developing integrated processing and marketing outlets are es 
sential.”’ 


This phase of the program would be aimed at correcting im- 


balances which are now said to discourage orderly expansion of 
agricultural activities. 


By way of example, the report said, Georgia now consumes 
more eggs and beef than it produces, with large quantities being 
imported by wholesalers; yet in some seasons the pressure from 
large supplies of a number of farm products brings low prices to 
farmers because of inadequate processing or marketing. 

A forest products research program could, among other 
things, explore the development of ‘‘synthetic’’ woods combining 
pine trees with plastic and other binders, and the manufacture of 
molded furniture. 


A network of technical training centers (along the lines of 
Southern Tech at Chamblee) located at strategic points through- 
out the state is also recommended by the Georgia Tech report. 


It notes that national concerns looking for plant locations are 
vitally concerned over the availability of skilled workers, as well 
as the adequacy of facilities where they can learn the advanced 
mechanical skills necessitated by complex machines and involved 
manufacturing processes. 


Research conducted thus far indicates that Georgia's ports 
will play a starring role in the state’s industrial future, with 
American industry becoming increasingly dependent upon foreign 
commerce. 


The report notes that far-sighted development of adequate 
facilities at Savannah and Brunswick could yield huge returns in 
the industrial development of the state. 

The oil industry is now looking for coastal refinery locations 


that can handle a growing volume of crude petroleum imports 
from the Mideast. 


But an official of a major oil company that recently consid- 
ered one of Georgia’s port cities for a new refinery is quoted as 
saying, ‘‘We could afford to spend our own money for the basic

As for steel mills, a top official of that industry says:

Top men in some of America’s biggest steel companies feel 
they can soon move South because they have been freed from 
their traditional locations by technological advances (such as the 
revolutionary hydrogen process) in steel-making, depletion of ore 
reserves in the North, and development of new market and re 
source centers. 

And because Dixie's traditional steel center, Birmingham, lies 
too far inland for the economical shipment of African and South 
American high-grade ores, one or more South Atlantic or Gulf 
coastal cities will get such plants.
